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1. The Bulgarian Third Army consists of: 


a. The 3 Division at Yambol; 
b. The 4 Division at Kolarovgrad, Shumen, and Preslav; 
e. The 5 Division, known as the Dunayska or Danube Division, at Ruse; 
d,. The.10 Division, known as the Chernomorska, at Burgas; and 
&. The 8 Division at Sliven. 
2. General Dzhurey is the present commander of the Third Army. He succeeded ; 
General Slaveho Trunski who is now in prison; Trunski succeeded Marko Atanasov 
who, was arrested in 1949 as a sympathizer of Traicho Kostov.. 


3. Unidentified regiments of the Third Army are working at camouflaged forti- 
fications along the Turkish frontier near Zvezdets. 
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
